I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  yci 
ended  31st  December,  1960. 

During  this  year  Dr.  Capper,  the  County  Medical  Offic( 
of  Health  was  away  for  a considerable  period  owing  to  ill  healtl 
and  to  the  great  regret  of  all  members  of  the  Health  Departmen 
died  in  December. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  Gcncn 
continued  the  upward  trend  of  the  previous  year,  a factor  whic 
it  is  hoped  will  continue. 

The  number  of  live  births  was  increased  by  18,  and  tl 
infant  mortality  rate  was  lower  than  that  ol  England  and  AV'^ak 
and  of  Wales  alone. 

There  was  no  Maternal  Mortality  during  the  year. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  were  increased,  but  the  death  rat 
was  still  under  half  of  the  general  level  obtaining  o years  ago  an 
previously. 

The  number  of  deaths  Irom  cancer  remained  at  muc 
the  same  level  as  the  previous  year. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  during  the  year,  but  onl 
sporadic  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  scarlet  fever. 

The  coming  into  force  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  I959,_duriii 
the  3^ear,  marked  the  end  of  an  epoch.  This  new  legislatio 
reflects  the  desirability  of  integrating  the  mentall}"  disorderc 
person  into  the  communit}^  and  consequently  a far  larg( 
share  of  the  responsibility  for  this  descends  on  the  shoulders  c 
the  Local  Authority. 

I am  grateful  to  the  County  Council  members  and  especiall 
the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  an'> 
encouragement. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  General  Practitioners,  othe 
County  Council  departments,  voluntary  workers  and  membei 
of  my  department  for  their  helpful  co-oj)eration.

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SOCIAL  WELFARE 


The  Welfare  Officer  is  in  charge  of  the  Welfare  Department, 
and  IS  responsible  to  the  County  Council  through  the  Welfare  com- 
mittee. V^'elfare  schemes  for  the  aged,  blind,  deaf  and  other  dis- 
abled persons  are  being  run  by  the  County  Council.  There  are 
three  Homes  for  the  Aged  at  Barmouth,  Bala  and  Towyn  respec- 
tively and  part  of  Bronygarth,  Penrhyndeudraeth  is  available  for 
the  aged. 

A leacher  for  the  Blind  visits  all  registered  blind  persons,  of 
whom  there  were  89  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A 
Visitor/Craft  Instructor  teaches  handicrafts  to  the  disabled  The 
\orth  Wales  Society  for  the  Blind  and  the  Chester  and  North  Wales 
Deaf  and  Dumb  Society  co-operate  with  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  Children's  Officer  is  responsible  to  the  Children's  Commit- 
ee  for  children  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Council,  etc.  The 
council  has  one  Children’s  Home  at  Llan  Ffestiniog.  There  has 
)een  close  co-operation  between  Officers  of  the  Welfare  and 
children  s Departments  and  the  Health  Department. 

The  Care  Committee,  a sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Commit- 
ee,  provides  assistance  in  kind  to  the  sick  and  ailing.  In  the  finan- 
lal  year  1960/61  the  Committee  spent  £2,377  on  after-care. 

The  Voluntary  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  under  the  aus- 
'ices  of  the  Merioneth  Social  Services  Committee  provided 
ssistance  to  a few  needy  cases,  as  well  as  a Chiropody  Service 
^roughout  the  county  up  to  the  1st  July  when  the  Service  was 
iken  over  by  the  County  Council. 


Chiropody  Service 

On  the  1st  July,  1960,  the  County  Council  took  over  the 
hiropody  Service  which  had  previously  been  run  by  the  Merioneth 
ural  Community  Council.

In  general,  it  is  as  follows,  “ th 
authority  will  make  appropriate  arrangements  for  the  provismn  c 
services  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  mentally  disordered  living  in  th 
community  and  will  make  the  services  known  to  and  available  t 
those  who  are  in  need  of  them.  In  particular,  they  will  provide  c 
cause  to  be  provided  centres  or  other  facilities  for  training  c 
occupation,  social  clubs,  home  training,  and  home  visiting  service; 
They  will  also  provide  or  cause  to  be  provided  either  on  their  ow 
or  jointly  with  neighbouring  local  health  authorities,  junior  tramir 
centres,  adult  training  centres  and  residential  accommodation, 
together  in  each  case  with  the  appointment  of  appropriate  staff.
